Hearst Issues Statement

NEW YORK, Nov. 8—Elec- 


'tion day came to a close with a 
dramatic scene at the Hoffman j 
House, where William R. Hearst 
gathered his friends and advisees 
around him and began the prep- 
aration of his legal contest of the 
returns which indicated the sus- 
cess of his Democratic opponent, 
McClellan 


As the late votes came in, 


showing McClellan only a few 
thousand ahead, and as it was 
noticed that figures from some of 
the East Side districts were miss- 
Ing, Mr. Hearst said he believed 
he was being cheated out of a 
hard fought and honestly won 
victory, and announced his in- 
tention to make a contest in the 
courts. 


LAW COMMITTEE 


He sent out a call at once for 


the members of the law commit- 
tee of the Municipal Ownership 
League, and soon thev began to 
arrive, many of them in evening 
clothes, they having been found 
at social gatherings or at the 
theaters. At th|hotel waiting for 
the lawyers were scores 
of 


Hearst voters with stones 
of 


violence and outrage at polling 
places where they had gone to 
cast their ballots. 
Men were 


coming into the hotel constantly 
with bruised and bleeding faces 
One man had his arm broken and 
another's head was cut so badly 
that Mr Hearst had him put to 
bed in the hotel 
Reports were 


brought in telling of a man hav- 
ing had his eye gouged out and 
of a Hearst man whose fingers 
had been chewed off in a^olling 
place.

Whether George B. McClellan or 
William R. Hearst is to be the 
next Mayor of New York City 
must be decided by the courts. 
Full returns from every election 
district give McClellan a plural- 
ity of 3,485, but this is so small- 
only a little more than one hali 
of one per cent of the vote cast— 
that a re-count and re-inspection 
of the ballots might easily sweep

tion, »jid roused the ire of Attorney 
Carl JSAott by his discourteous re- 
plies. 


Mangin was called to the stand by 


Attorneys Abbott and J. J. McDonald, 
representing the younger brother, for 
the purpose of finding out from him 
what .had become of a certain book in 
which he had written a family history 
of his father, mother, brother and him- 


. self. 


It was stated by counsel 
for 
the 


younger brother, that what was writ- 
ten In the book concerning Eugene was 
of an uncomplimentary character, and 


-would show that August was hostile 


to his brother long prior to his father's 
death, and would tend to strengthen 
their position that he influenced the 
father in making the will. 


August Mangin, however, said that 


he only ceased to love his brother when 


" he would come home drunk and abuse 


his father. He also stated that he did 
not know where the book was; that he 
-had written the book more as a com- 
position than anything else, and 
he 


thinks he remembers seeing it about 
the time of his father's death. 
He, 


however, stated that he does not know 
what has become of it; that he can- 
not find it and that he does not re- 
member destroying it. 


It WHS in probing him upon this sub- 


ject that Attorney Abbott precipitated 
the altercation, and in this connection 
the following dialogue occurred: 


Q. Your memory is not as good up- 


on the- subject of this book as It is on 
other matters concerned with this case, 
fc it? 


A. My memory is quite as good as 


yours. I think, and I have told that I 
do not know where it is. 


Attorney Abbott—Your Honor, I ob- 


ject to the answer of this witness. 


Attorney Gary Howard—He brought 
/ 
the answer out himself.

Ogden—Take your answer, 


gentlemen.

Q. When do you say that you saw 


the book last? 


A. I think it was the time of my 


father's death. 


Q. ;Was your brother there at 
the 


time? 


A. No, the beautiful plaintiff in this 


action had not arrived home. He got 
there the day after the funeral and 
tried to blackmail me out of about $7,- 
000. 


Q. You were not afraid of his get- 


ting the book, were you? 


A. No; I am..not aCrald of him, or 


you, or the blackmailing action you 
have brought. 


Attorney Abbott—Your Honor, this

determined upon in- 


sulting counsel. 


Judge Ogden.—As I have stated, I 


will instruct the witness when I think 
he oversteps the bounds.

Q. By "the beautiful plaintiff in this 


case," I presume you mean your, bro- 
ther? 


A. Yes. 
The questioning In regard 
to 
the 


book stopped at this time, and the wit- 
ness was excused, as he had been put 
on the stand out of order for the pur- 
pose of locating the book. 


The two brothers who are parties 


to this action are young men, both 
probably being little more than of legal 
age. 
The younger, however, Is of a 


different temperament than the elder 
one, and takes a less serious view of 
life, and while the older one stayed 
home with his father, the younger one 
indulged In life's frivolities to the ex- 
tent of being arrested on one occasion, 
and the Imbibing 
of 
liquors, which 


finally led to a rupture in the family 
and caused him to go to sea.

so sweeping and decisive as to leave no room for cavil as to its being 
a valid expression of popular sentiment. It is idle to say that this 
was accomplished by cnminal means or criminal design. It is 
nonsense to call it a \ictory tor the forces of disorder and graft. 
The integrity of 40,000 voters, distributed all over the city among 
all classes, cannot be impeached by a charge which refutes itself. 


That the tesiilt was due to a popular movement widespread 


and spontaneous is evidenced by the election of every man on the 
picket with Schmitz by an average plurality of 10,000 
Nothing 


Jike it ever occuired in the history of San Francisco. The returns 
themselves emphatically contradict the foolish assertion that the 
result is a red light triumph. The 40,000 men who voted for 
Schmitz and his associates had no intention of endorsing and per- 
petuating graft. 
Let that be understood and admitted at once. 


They may have made a mistake—that is a matter of individual 
opinion—but the verdict is an honest one rendered with an honest 
intent. 


No sensible man can believe otherwise after studying the re- 


turns. The Fusion ticket was composed of clean, capable men, for 
the most part tried in office and comparatively well known, they 
were supported by the press, the pulpit, the Citizens' Alliance, the 
Merchants' Association, and the well organized machines of both 
the regular political parties; they were backed by the great ma- 
jority of the practical politicians of the city; their campaign was 
financed with abundant means; never was there a stronger array of 
effective speakers on the stump advocating a single ticket 


And what is the result ? 


Rout, absolute, irretrievable. Both the party machines were 


smashed and broken to pieces in the ground swell of popular senti- 
ment. The voters would not endorse the bargain struck by the 
leaders of the National parties; they demanded proof to substantiate 
the charges hurled from stump and pulpit, through the press and 
from the Grand Jury room, at the executive departments of the 
municipal administration they resented the preaching of partisan 
political sermons from pulpits; they objected to a campaign of per- 
sonal abuse 
They declined to accept the issue as one solely be- 


tween decency and indecency. They rebuked the affront to the 
principles of justice and fair play exemplified in a Grand Jury re- 
solving itself into a partisan campaign committee. 


The experience should be instructive. It has caused the de- 


feat of a number of high-minded, efficient officials and involved the 
local party organizations in disaster. It is a sore lesson that should 
be learned in sadness and profited by with wisdom. A dog can be 
given a bad name and killed therefor, but the rule will not work in 
politics. The people will not stand for it.

The result is a personal triumph for Mr. Hearst, of which: he 


It is a proof of his popularity so stunning 
that it must be convincing to the most skeptical. It shows that 
Mr. Hearst is strong with the masses in an inverse 
ratio to his 


unpopularity with the machine politicians. 


He carried Brooklyn—the City of Churches—by over 15,000 


plurality—a striking evidence of how near he has crept to the hearts

In Manhattan and the Bronx—the strongholds of Tammany— 


he would have overthrown the ancient political organization mould- 
ed by Aaron Burr but for the assistance Boss Murphy was able to 
call in his extremity from the Republican bosses. This was a dis- 
play of personal power with the voters that will open the eyes of 
the country at large and command for Hearst henceforth a

respectful consideration than has hitherto been accorded to him 
by party leaders and party organs.

SHALL HE DO? 


$200,000 If He Merries-Life Income Only if He Does Not-Is 
the 
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XACTLY what did the late J. Spencer Turner mean by tha peculiar 


conditions under which he bequeathed $200,000 of his great fortune to 
his son bearing the same name? 


The will was filed for probate in the Surrogate's Court, Brooklyn, recent- 


ly, and ever since then the wiseacres and busybodies have been puzzling their 
brains over it. If It meant one thing young J. Spencer Turner, being a dutiful 
son and eager to carry out his parent's wishes, Is In an unenviable position. 
If it meant T.hat the son himself declares and believes, then the late Mr. Tur- 
ner's purpose in hedging the bequest in with so" much verbiage seems to the 
busybodies as puzzling as ever. 


The late Mr. Turner was a business man of the old school, yet up to date 


In everything. He was a director In th« United States Duck Corporation ar.d 
head of the J, Spencer Turner Company, with offices at No. 86 Worth street, 
New York. His estate footed up over a million dollars, of which he bi-queath- 
ed liberally to his relatives and to charitable Institutions. Irrespective of their 
religious denomination, though he himself was a stanch member of the Biptlst 
Church and chairman of the trustees of the Strong Place Church, Brooklyn. 


His residuary estate was divided equally among his wife and four chil- 


dren. No conditions governed the legacies to the other children or to Mrs. 
Turner, but in devising $200,000 to the young man who bore his Christian name 
Mr. Turner had his lawyer write: 


"One 
other of said shares or parts of said residuary estate shall be in- 


vested and kept Invested, and the net Income thereof shall be paid to my son, 
J, Spencer Turner, jr., for and during the term of his natural life, with this 
provision, however: that if my said son, J. Spencer Turner, Jr., shall at any 
time during the continuance of this trust In his behalf created marry, then upon 
the happening of that event, his marriage, the principal from which he shall 
have received the income, as aforesaid, is hereby given, devised and bequeathed 
to my said son, J. Spncer Turner, Jr., his heirs and assigns forever, with thl» 
further provision: that if my said son, J. Spencer Turner, Jr., shall not marry, 
as aforesaid, in that case I hereby authorize and empower my said son to dis- 
pose' of said principal sum by his last will and testament, duly executed to 
such person or persons as shall be my lineal descendants aa h« shall or may 
select; and In default of such appointment upon the death of my said son, J. 
Spencer Turner, jr., said principal sum shall fall Into and shall belong to my 
residuary estate." 


Devoid of other complications, the situation revealed by this will would 


seem to indicate that Mr. Turner, for some reason or other, desired his son to 
marry. Relying on his love of money, moreover, and his desire to handle the 
$200,000 himself, the father prevented the young man from having full control 
of his fortune while single, thus believing that he would make haste to find a 
br.de. But there are other attendant circumstances In this case that rob the 
situation of its apparent simplicity and give the busybodies a chance to shake 
their heads. 


For while the late Mr. Turner was a. Baptist the son Is an ardent Catholic 


and a member of the Papal nobility having been created 
Marquis 
Spencer 


Turner by the late Pope Leo XHL He resides In Rome and Is Intimately con- 
nected with the Papal household. 


It is this fact, said the gossips, and the late Mr. Turner's fear that his son 


would become a priest and bequeath his money to the Catholic Church that 
made him insert the marriage clause in his will and kept him from allowing 
his son to handle his money while single. 


The young J. Spencer Turner took special courses at Columbia, Harvard 


and the General Theological Seminary, and became curate of the House of 


Prayer, Newark. Later he was attached to the Mission Church of the Holy 
Cross, at Avenue C and Fourth street, Manhattan, and then became vicar of th« 
Holy Innocents' Church at Hoboken. In 1898 he was converted from th« Epis- 
copal to the Roman Catholic faith, leaving In that year for Rome. In June, 
1902, he was created Marquis by the late Pope Leo, and has resided In Rome 
ever since. 


While Mr. Turner has never, so far as any one knows, expressed an in- 


ten'ton of becoming a priest, there are those who declare that his father feared 
and objected to Just such a contingency, and It was to avoid this that h« 
hedged his bequest of $200,000 In such a way. 


This the Marquis Is vehement In denying, and asierti that h« hai no In- 


tention of becoming a clergyman of the Catholic Church, He mldt* In Rom* 
purely as t private citizen, and says that h« hai no a«plr«tloni to •rabrt.c* 
holy orders. In fact he declare! that he would under, no condition! aoctpt any 
position that would forbid his marrying. 


At present the young Marquis IB in this country, having returned r»e*ntly. 


To a Sunday World representative he said when aiked lor hi* Interpretation 


of his father's will: 


"My father was not In any -way opposed to my becoming & Catholic, or a 


priest even. He was a. logical man, and, knowing that I became n Catholic b«- 
cause'Of finding a lack of logic, in the Episcopal Church, he accepted tha »itu»- 
tion and admired my good sense and honesty. 
< 


"He was no bigot, my father, as proof of which his lifelong euttora of sub- 


scribing to Catholic as well as to Protestant charities may be mentioned. A» 
for the clause In his will In which he gives me the free use of his bequest only 
in the event of my being married, I Interpret this as meaning that he desired 
me to be free and Independent In case of my taking a wife. I take It as a mirk 
of confidence. 


"I have heard it said that the money was left me In this way to prevent 


my bequeathing any of It to the Church. The will certainly could not mean 
that, for I am left perfectly free, even should I marry, to contribute all I please 
to the Church, or to any one or anything else. Furthermore, let me make lit 
known that on more than one occasion my father definitely expressed to 
his desire that I should become a. priest, but he knew for some time that I had 
no such intention. 


"As to any objections against the Cathollo Church that, as some persons 


say, my father had, I know that he was absolutely free from any such feeling*. 
When I found my position as an Episcopalian untenable, on account of it* 
doctrines falling to answer the requirements of logic as they appeared to m«, 
I told my father so, and he agreed with me there could be no honesty of pur- 
pose in trying to adhere to a form of religion that did not suit me. I told him 
that Catholicism was the only faith that answered my doubts, and he wa§ as 
glad as I was that I found In it that solace that is the test of any religion. 


"Furthermore, I have a sister who became a Catholic about the same time, 


and my father was never anything but pleased in the change In her faith. To . 
,.-*r 


me the whole matter Is as plain as anything could be, and I think the gosilps 
f 


are making a mountain out of a molehill. As the person most interested I am 
perfectly satisfied with the terms of my father's will, and that's enough for me." 


There is little chance of there being any contest over the will. The Mar- 


quis Is the only member of the family from whom any such action could be 
expected, and as he expresses hla entire satisfaction with the provisions of his 
father's last testament, the fortune of the old Brooklyn merchant will doubt- 
less be disposed of as he Intended It should. 


The Marquis will make but a short stay In this country, returning eaily In 


November to Rome, where he intends to make his home permanently.

anese dietaries and comparing them with' 
the average of 185 American dietaries.

fairly representative of «the diet of the

Professor Oshima's bulletin deals with 
the progress the Japanese people have 
made. In adapting their army and navy 
men to such changes In diet at they 
have found comported best with the re- 
sults of nutrition experiments. The food 


remark which one hears repeated more 
often than the'one which states that the 
Chinese and the Japanese live almost 
exclusively on rice. 
My own enlight- 


enment commenced about five years ago 
when I was led to make some studies on 
the Chinese dietaries. I wa* somewhat 
surprised to find that they lived more 
In accordance with the tentative stand- 
ards set down by noted nutrition Inves- 
tigators than did a good many Ameri- 
cans under like conditions of work; and 
also, It was found that their diet is 
very much varied. It is true that they 
eat. a large quantity of rice, but when 
one considers that It taltes the place 
in large part of the potatoes, bread, mush 
and similar food used by the Western- 
ers, the quantity was not excessive. 


While -in the East about two years 


ago I met Professor Oshima, who Ilka

" 'A common American dietary stand- 
ard for a man. at light, to moderate mus- 
cular work, calls for 103 grams diges- 
tible protein and SOBO calories of energy. 
Similar values for a man ac moderately 
active muscular work are 115 grams pro- 
tein and 3400 calories of energy. Com- 
monly accepted European dietary stand- 
ards are somewhat like these. 


"Taking into account both the work 


done and the weight of the soldiers which 
IP on an average undoubtedly less than 
that of, the United States or European 
troops, it will be seen that the army ra- 
tion is adequate both as regards protein 
and energy and that It has evidently been 
fixed upon with a view to meeting tha 
requirements of commonly accepted die- 
tary standards."
